Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how can I 
get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

a cloudiness of a fluid caused by separate particles, usu- 
ally being in this case phytoplankton. (Phytoplankton is a 
key term the students have recently learned in their text- 
books.) Dissolved oxygen, salinity, and coliform are also 
tests that the participants are assigned to measure while 
at the beach. Students look to make sure the dissolved 
oxygen level is no higher than 110 percent, which if above 
can be harmful to aquatic life. 

Another group of students is asked to search for 
critters or plants found upon the seashore line. Many 
organisms have been discovered in this manner including 
hermit crabs, butterflies, seagulls, periwinkles, worms, 
barnacles, clams and conk shells. Students who don't 
mind getting a little dirty at these field trips, suit up in the 
provided waders or hip boots and venture out into the 
water. Hand and seine nets are used by these volunteers 
in hopes of collecting the larger organisms. The students 
have found interesting outcomes, pulling out a green 
crab, a short spine brittle star, a spider crab, a moon jelly 
and a large blue crab. Wind and clouds are also examined. 

All information that is found on the field trips 
is recorded into journals that are carried to and from the 
beach. Students are asked to write the date and time of 
their expedition, the jobs that they partook in, what they 
learned and any other thoughts or reflections they had. 
The following class, students are able to search through 
informational books to gain more knowledge of the things 
they were able to see and catch. This information is then 
transferred into a binder that the kids create which is 
eventually sent to the Mattapoisett Lands Trust, which 
is an organization that push towards reserving natural 
resources and wildlife, as well as educating this to those 
of the present and future generations. The Old Rochester 
Regional marine biology class plans to continue working 
towards fulfilling these same goals and having some fun 
along the way.

Next on the agenda was the 
Town Administrator's report. Mr. LeCamera reported 
that a meeting between representatives of the town and 
NSTAR regarding improved communications between 
the two parties had gone well.

this year?" To which Mr. LeCamera replied that indeed 
that was the case. Mr. LeCamera also pointed out that the 
Town, unlike many of the other towns in the region, had a 
signed contract with Verizon for the service. 

The next item under the Administrator's report 
was that the Town had signed a contract with Conserva- 
tion Energy with regards to a load response program. 
During the first year of the agreement the Town will re- 
ceive a credit worth over $12,000 with the amount increas- 
ing to over $15,000 in the second year and nearly $20,000 
in the agreement's third year. Mr. LeCamera is working 
with the company regarding the supply of energy, wait- 
ing to first see what the rates of this service would be. 

The final item under the administrator's report 
was a question within Town Hall regarding hours of op- 
eration, an item that the board had undertaken earlier in 
the year. Mr. LeCamera reiterated that the hours that had 
been approved by the Board were 8:30 AM until 4:30 PM 
Monday through Friday. A motion was made and sec- 
onded to make a motion to re-approve the stated hours of 
operation.

When I make a donation to our Marion EMT 
Association because of a special event or in memory of of 
friend who had died, I know the Association will put any 
funds received to good use for the benefit of all. These 
funds have never gone into anyone's pocket but have 
been wisely invested and returned to the community in 
many ways. Defibrillators, at $3000 each, were donated 
to the schools, the Marion Police Department, the Mar- 
ion Fire Department, the Marion Town House and the 
Harbormaster. These devices have been responsible for 
restoring several persons who were in acute cardiac arrest 
on the tennis court, on the golf course or in their own 
home, to active lives and community service. The Marion 
EMT's and Paramedics are all volunteers who are on call 
24/7. They are not paid to sit and wait for the phone to 
ring. Each one has a pager and is notified of a 911 call by 
the Police Department. The average result of a call is a run 
to Tobey Hospital which is about 11/2 hours. The EMT's 
and Paramedics on a run - usually 2 or 3 - are paid only 
for 11/2 hours work. No travel time, no medical cover- 
age, no vacation time, no sick leave, no retirement ben- 
efits. This is truly Community Service by people who love 
what they do and do it extremely well.

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Movie Review 



lig The Truth?

Michael Clayton. Starring George Clooney and Tom Wilkinson. 
Directed by Tony Gilroy. Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

George Clooney comes across as a guy who's way ahead of you. In his 
usual screen persona, he knows what he knows, and sometimes he shares 
it and sometimes he doesn't; he never says anything irrelevant. Now that 
Harrison Ford has drifted away from good roles for a few years, Clooney 
is the pre-eminent voice of reason and voice of authority in American 
movies. He keeps Michael Clayton going all by himself, but it's heavy 
lifting. The movie, a first turn behind the camera for screenwriter Tony 
Gilroy (the Bourne films), is a drained and lugubrious legal almost-thriller 
with volumes of off-the-record, behind-closed-doors chatter. At first we're 
flattered to get a peek behind the curtain, but as the movie goes on (and 
on) it seems like a lot of brooding over nothing fresh. 

Clooney is the titular character, a ''fixer" for a major New York law 
firm. Michael knows who to talk to, what favors to call in. He's given a 
variety of Screenwriting 101 quirks: he has a gambling problem, he started 
a bar that went under, he's divorced and has a smart young son who's 
always trying to get him to read his favorite fantasy novels. Little of this 
coheres into a character; it just seems tossed in. Michael's firm wants to 
wrap up a lengthy case wherein a major client, a chemical company, is 
defending itself against a lawsuit because a weedkiller it manufactured 
has killed hundreds of people. The firm's top litigator, Arthur Edens (Tom 
Wilkinson), has stumbled across evidence that implicates the company, 
and his guilt has driven him off his meds and into insanity. Michael is 
charged with making sure Arthur doesn't go public. 

Michael Clayton is about regaining humanity after a life of aiding 
the wealthy and corrupt, and it stays with Michael's growing bitterness 
and desperation. The potential is there for a smart, adult drama that il- 
luminates the soul of the compromised. But Tony Gilroy is a better writer 
than director. The movie swims around in despairing grays and blues, 
as if the celluloid itself had given up in sympathy with Michael. We've 




seen the plot motor before (A 
Civil Action, Erin Brockovich) 
— couldn't Gilroy have come 
up with something else? The 
dialogue may crackle, but the 
characters are standard-is- 
sue, including an icy woman 
lawyer (Tilda Swinton) who 
has moments of private ner- 
vousness, rehearsing her lies 
in front of a mirror. Great: the 
only woman with a significant 
speaking part in what's being 
touted as a complex drama is alternately a witch and a fumbly teenager. 

I appreciate that Gilroy attempts to give everyone flaws, but they feel 
too Hollywood-stamped. There are even two impersonal goons who loom 
in the shadows to carry out the chemical company's dirty work. Michael 
Clayton has mood to burn — a sour, bluesy mood, the mood of weary 
men drowning their sorrows at the end of a rough day — but not much 
legitimate feeling. Clooney barely cracks a smile, so he doesn't have access 
to the cockiness that often draws us to him. Michael is a hollow man in, 
ultimately, a hollow film. Complexity, to me, doesn't involve placing the 
central character on the side of the angels and reassuring the audience that 
justice will be done. The movie is an odd duck — a depressive feel-good 
film, in which the characters we care about exchange their gray hats for 
white ones, and the black-hat characters keep theirs on. 

The final shot, which goes on long enough to call attention to itself, 
stares at Michael sitting in a taxi cab and, we presume, thinking about 
the life he wants out of — and is on his way out of. It'd work better if 
we hadn't just seen a similar shot in Eastern Promises, wherein Viggo 
Mortensen sat silently and mulled over the violent life he couldn't escape. 
Here, the focus on Clooney's face reads as an easy way to give the im- 
pression that the movie is more thoughtful than it is. Michael Clayton is 
sleek and technically accomplished, but for all its complicated talk it feels 
disappointingly facile. Its bottom line is that people should feel bad for 
working for corrupt corporations whose neglect kills people. Who doesn't 
know that? And who would rather see a complex drama about the actual 
people who died and lost loved ones because of corporate shenanigans, 
rather than about their legal saviors? I would.
